Taxes 


They have willingly paid the 
20 percent luxury taxes on their 
cosmetics, perfumes and furs. 
They have paid income tax with- 
out protest. But this tax, which 
will in time provide a small old- 
_ age pension for domestic servants 
past 65 years of age, they will not 
pay. They hold rallies over tea 
and cake and they pose prettily 
for pictures. They tell us that 
American independence is in 
danger because of this tax. 

“The servants do not want the 
tax,” they say. 

Indeed? Why has it given so 
much joy to thousands of faithful 
domestic workers? The fact is 
this tax is one that should have 
been imposed first—if we are to 
have any taxes for social security. 
Time was when many old fam- 
ily retainers were indeed almost a 
part of the family. They lived in 
honor and authority, these var- 
ious “aunties” and “uncles.” They 
were cared for until they died 
and often were buried in the 
family plot. 

But those days, save for rare 
exceptions, long ago went with 
the wind. And no amount of 
talk about the good old days 
will bring them back. 

For many years now the aver- 
age domestic servant has been 
underpaid. There are exceptions. 
I am talking about the average. 

“They were often slovenly and 
not worth much?” 

That was, in a sense, true. 
They were not trained. Their 
numbers made for a _ surplus. 
They took, by and large, what 
they could get. During the early 
years of the recent war when de- 
fense work took thousands of 
them, there used to be women 
who would say, quite openly, 
“T’ll be glad when the war is 
done and they come crawling 
back, glad to get what they can.”

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There Must Be No Tax War 


Surveys confirm that tax structures, so 
long as they are reasonable, rank far down 
the list of factors which determine the lo- 
cation of new industrial plants. 

Yet there already are signs of a devel- 
oping tax-cutting war among the South- 
eastern states in their urgent bids for new 
industry. Unless the t is checked we 
ultimately can expect to see the legisla- 
tures of the various states of the region 
racing to grant new concessions to incom- 
ing indystry at every session. Great harm 
to the entire region would result and the 
South would be cheapened in the eyes of 
the rest of the country. 

The sensible solution is a reasonably uni- 

form tax arrangement among the various 

states, as advocated by the tax officials 
of eleven southeastern states now in ses- 
sion here. All the South is in great need 
of new industrial plants. But the fact is 
the natura] advantages of the region are 
bringing more industry and it is doubtful 
that undue tax concessions have much to 
do with the selection of one location over 
another. 

Industry has no objection to fair and 


equitable taxes and fully expects to pay 
its share of the cost of state and local 
government. The region would be better 
off without firms whose officials hold a 
contrary view. Some states have been 
conspicuously successful in attracting in- 
dustry with no special exemptions what- 
ever. | 

An illustration of the absurd lengths to 
which a tax war can go is contained in 
the present dispute between Georgia and 
Alabama. Citizens of Alabama making 
purchases in Georgia, which levies a sales 
tax, are charged a use tax upon returning 
the goods to their home state. But Geor- 
gia, on the other hand, stations agents 
at Alabama’s borders to collect state taxes 
on liquor purchased in Alabama by Geor- 
gians. 

If such pettiness is extended to taxes 
affecting industry, as it inevitably will 
be if the present course is continued, chaos 
is certain to result. And all the region 
will suffer. 

Let the legislatures of the various South- 
eastern states heed the advice of experts. 
A tax war would be ruinous to all. 


Judge Almand’s Sound Prescription 


Georgia Supreme Court Justice Bond Al- 
mand’s suggestion that retiring congres- 
men and government officials be prohibited 
from using their influence as practicing at- 
torneys in Washington for five years after 
leaving office is a sound and sensible one. 

In recent years the sale of contacts and 
influence in the capital has grown alarm- 
ingly. As Judge Almand said, “we have 
seen senators and representatives and high 
administrative officials, upon their leaving 
the Federal service, open up offices in 
Washington for the ostensible purpose of 
practicing law or offering their services as 
experts. 

“They accept employment from clients 
who employ them not because of their 
ability, but because politically they have 
influence with some board or bureau that 
has the power to grant or refuse requests.” 


Indeed, there is reason to suspect that the 
attractiveness of certain high government 
posts lies in the lucrative possibilities of- 


~ fered afterward. 


Such practites do not now violate the 
law. But there is a moral question involved 
which ought to have the force of law be- 
hind it. 

Some Federal agencies do prohibit a re- 
tiring employee or official from practicing 
before that particular agency for a period 
of two years. That is a good rule, but it is 
not universal and the time period is too 
short. 


A great many of the abuses in Washing- 
ton which are causing concern to thought- 
ful people over the country could be elimi- 
nated by Judge Almand’s simple prescrip- 
tion.

The Georgia official most in the head- 
lines the last few weeks has been the 
sheriff, of which we have 159, one for 
each county. The publicity hasn’t been 


ood. , 

4 Sheriff J. D. Posey of Spalding County 
has been indicted by a federal grand jury 
on 26 counts of liquor law violation and 
the Spalding grand jury asks the State 
to remove him from office at once. 

In Dooly County, the sheriff, John B. 
Fokes, has been indicted on a peonage 
charge. Sheriff Carlas Gay of Laurens 
is accused of beating up a Macon attor- 
ney. Away up in Dade County Sheriff J. 
W. Lynch has been convicted of violating 
civil liberties of citizens in a KKK case. 
He is out on appeal to the U. S. Supreme 
Court, but open gambling continues atop 
Lookout Mountain. 

Sheriff Loy Dickson of Clayton County 
has been under a.cloud what with gam- 
bling activities in his bailiwick exposed 
without action on his part. And on Tues- 
day night one of his deputies arbitrarily 
denied access to the jai] to a newsman who 
wanted to visit a friend. 

Going back, we find Sheriff Ruben Lyons 
of Chattooga County paying a fine in Cobb 
County for assault and battery, the case 
growing out of a traffic accident. Sheriff 
Lyons’ predecessor in Chattooga, Alexan- 
der J. Glynn, was sentenced to 18 months 


_in prison on a liquor charge. 


It is not our intention to prejudge the 
county officers now under indictment. 
They are innocent until proved guilty just 
like anyone else. Nor do we mean there 
are no good sheriffs in the State. There 
are many fine men in the office. But we 
want to know what there is about this 
ancient office that can cause an incum- 
bent so much difficulty. 


Is it that only seven of the 159 sheriffs 
in Georgia are on salary, the rest on fees? 
Is the office such a low-paying one that 
a man 'must seek other employment on 
the side? Like liquor making, for example? 
Or owning gaming machines? 


Does the fact that State officers, Geor- 
gia Bureau of Investigation agents, for ex- 
ample, cannot go into a county to investi- 
gate crime, except at the sheriff’s request, 
set the local law enforcer up as a “Little 
Caesar”? 


- Does the county unit system contribute 
to the sheriff's power in that he knows 
State politicos need him to deliver the 
unit vote of his county? 

Does the trouble, as Fred Darsey sug- 
gests in The Spalding County Times, go 
back to the system and.ultimately to the 
people who are responsible for the system? 

We're simply asking. We don’t like to 
see men sworn to uphold the law bring 
bad publicity to their honorable office and 
to their State.

House May Raise 
Welfare Curtain 


WASHINGTON—Events are shaping up for a 
hot fight in the Lower House on the question of 
- making public the names of persons on relief 
rolls in the various states. 


Congress is being called upon to decide the issue because of a 
ruling by Federal Security Administrator Oscar Ewing that it is 
necessary to keep such public relief rolls secret in order to protect 
the privacy and dignity of those receiving relief. 


Several of the states have complained bitterly of the relief rolls 
being infected with cheats and chiselers. The best way to put an 
end to such practices, it is claimed, is ‘to turn the spotlight on the 
heretofore secret rolls. 


Indiana’s Action Matters were brought to a head by the 

action of the Indiana legislature in pass- 
a bill to make the rolls public in that state. The state was aroused 
by an investigating commission which reported cases of relief recipi- 


_ ents “driving late model automobiles, living in $160 a month apart- 


ments, and heading for Florida for seasonal vacations while drawing 
relief checks.” 


When the Indiana law went into effect the Federal Security 
Administrator withdrew the government contribution to the state 
relief funds, which amounts to 50 per cent. That threw the fat into 
the fire, with the state threatening to retaliate by withholding 
federal gasoline tax collections. 


The upshot of the fight was that Sen. William E. Jenner, Repub- 
lican of Indiana, introduced an amendment to a social security 
bill pending in the Senate which would deny to the Federal Security 
Administration any authority to dictate to a state how it should 
handle public relief rolls. Although vigorously opnosed by federal 
aoe officials, the Jenner amendment was passed by a vote of 38 

o 30. 


It now goes to the House for final action. 


In addition to Indiana, several other states have begun steps to 
end secrecy in the relief rolls. The legislatures of Florida, Ala- 
bama, Illinois, Oklahoma and Tennessee have interested themselves 
in the matter. A score of other states are said to be watching the 
situation, being torn by the same issue.

Senate vote on the Jenner amendment might 
well indicate. The argument used by Administrator Ewing and his 
aides here is that it is unnecessary and uncharitable to stigmatize 
people who are unfortunate enough to have to be on public relief. 
They insist that, relatively, only a small number of chiselers get 
on the rolls and these are weeded out as rapidly as they can be 
found, 


Those who are opposed to secrecy urge that the right of in- 
spection of the rolls is the only sure way the public has to check 
on the system and put the finger on chiselers when they appear. 
Moreover, it is argued with some force that as a matter of states’ 
rights, any state should be privileged to deal with the situation as it 
sees fit. 


The government reserves the right to dictate what the policy 
should be by virtue of the contribution of federal funds. 


The weight of the argument, however, would seem to be on 
the side of those opposing secrecy of the rolls. Certainly the public, 
which is paying the bill, should have the right to see who is getting 
the relief money. In this way it can protect itself against dishonesty 
and fraud in the administration of the act. Congress is expected 
to decide the issue soon after the House returns from its present 
recess.

Remain Unified? 


A move has started now which may find the 
two factions of the Georgia Republican Party— 
united following the 1948 National Republican 
ng each other for seats again at the 1952 national 

convention. The Taft organization sent an emissary to Atlanta Tues- 
day to line up support for the powerful Ohio senator and potential 
Presidential nominee. Taft’s cousin, David Ingalls, talked with Roy 
Foster Sr., of Wadley, who was chairman of the group which did 
not win the battle for convention seats in 1948. 


United in The two warring Republican factions were 

1948 united during the 1948 campaign, after each 
had won a victory over the other. The Foster group was recognized 
as the legal Republican Party in Georgia by Secretary of State Ben 


.Fortson, Jr., in a dispute, and Fortson was upheld by the courts. 


The Tucker group went to Philadelphia, however, and was rec- 
ognized by the National Republican Convention as the Georgia Re- 
publican Party. Foster had backed Taft; Tucker had backed Dewey. 


Burying the hatchet, the two groups joined and conducted an 
active campaign for Dewey against Democratic nominee Truman. 
Tucker is chairman of the united group, and Foster is a member 
of the State Central Committee. 


All was peace and quiet until last fall, when Gov. Talmadge 
started campaigning for passage of a county unit constitutional 
amendment. Gen. Elbert Tuttle, of Atlanta, pro-Tucker leader, spoke 
against the amendment. 


Roscoe Pickett, Jr., of Atlanta, who never completely accepted 
the merger of the factions, announced that “the Republican Party 
headed by Roy Foster” was in favor of the amendment. Foster dis- 
counted this title, and said he was taking no active part in party 
affairs. 7

The Primary crtial primary in 1952 to let Georgians decide 
for themselves whom they will support for the Republican Presi- 
dential nomination. By doing this, Tucker said the factional war 
could cease. If a preferential primary is not held, Tucker said he 
favored Georgia sending a delegation to the convention without 
instructions, and letting candidates seek Georgia’s support. 


It is possible for the Georgia Republican Party to hold together. 
It is possible that the two factions will decide what is best to do 
for the development of the Republican Party in Georgia—instead 
of what is most expedient for the personal advantage of individual 
leaders of the factions.

Concerning That Man Alsup 


NEW YORK—Ralph Howard Alsup, a gunman with an impressive criminal rec- 
ord in Texas and Nevada, recently was, retained as vice president of the Nevada 
State Federation of Labor notwithstanding -an “investigation” of his conduct by 
Charles Hughes, a personal representative of William Green, the president of the : 


A. F. of L. Shortly before the convention of the State Federation, for the fourth - 
time in a long criminal career, Alsup was arrested on a gun charge following an 


automobile accident in which his car skidded 245 feet in the face of oncoming traffic and landed up- 
side down in a pit, 115 feet from the road. A .38 revolver was found in the car. One witness said it was 
taken from Alsup’s pocket as he lay unconscious. His companion in the wreck, Richard Hardy, a mem- 
ber of the Las Vegas Plumbers’ Union, of which Alsup is financial secretary and business agent, said 


the gun belonged to him. 

Hardy was unable to produce evidence that 
he had registered the gun with the county au- 
thorities. He was charged with a misdemeanor. 
Alsup was charged with driving while drunk and 
possession of an unregistered pistol after being 
convicted of a felony. 


This felony was the wanton shooting of 
Ray Folsom, 2 member of the Painters’ 
Union, in the Las Vegas Union headquarters 
when the victim presented himself te the 
painters’ business agent to make a meek ap- 
peal for a square deal for a fellow painter. 


The fellow painter had been thrown off a 
job which was a Federal Government project. 
The victim of the shooting claimed that the union 
painter was then superseded by a non-union 
man. Alsup slugged Folsom on the head with a 
gun-butt, and shot him in the side. Far from 
helping the rank-and-filer, an official of the vic- 
tim’s own union helped Alsup to escape. 

This shooting happened on Dec. 3, 1949. Alsup 
has appealed to the State Supreme Court. Not- 
withstanding his conviction on an absurdly petty 
charge of assault with intent to do great bodily 
harm, he was re-elected president of the Central 
Labor Council of Clark County, which includes 
Las Vegas, on Aug. 24, 1950. In the same month 
he was “unanimously elected” secretary of this 
powerful council. 

The shooting of Folsom was a felony and the 
Nevada law forbids the issuance of a gun per- 
mit to a convicted felon. 

Alsup’s criminal career began in Texas when 
he helped two prisoners to escape from a re- 
formatory. His next exploit was the stick-up of 


a little east Texas town. Alsup got concurrent 


terms of 25 years, 23 years, two years and two 
years, on four charges arising from. this ex- 
ploit. He served eight years and was granted a 
pardon under a peculiar technicality of Texas 
law. 

During the war he drifted to Nevada and into 
the union racket. As boss of the Plumbers’ 
Union and the Clark County Council in boom 
territory where millions of dollars of govern- 
ment contracts have been and are being worked, 


he was indicted by the Federal Grand Jury for. 
é conspiring with a-group of suppliers of plumb- 


ing and heating equipment to rig prices on both 
government jobs and private construction. His 
function was to pull labor off the job uhless a> 
member of the conspiracy was in the deal. This 
indictment has not yet been tried. 


An affray with an unarmed citizen which 
led to the discovery of a gun in Alsup’s car was 
a minor incident. Another minor incident was a 
night of slugging in which two police calls were 
received. <a 

Last April, William Green sent to Las Vegas 
Charles Hughes, of Seattle, an organizer of the 
A. F. of L., to investigate a notorious situation. 
After several weeks, Phil Pearl, Green’s press- 
agent in Washington, announced that Alsup 
probably would be thrown out of his jobs as vice- 


_ president of the State Federation and president 


of the County Federation. 

The State Convention at Reno threw out the 
newspaper reporters, roughing up one of them. 
Alsup informed the delegates that Hughes had 
thrust upon him a written resignation demanding 
that he sign it. The proceedings were secret, but 
it is known that Alsup was not formally re- 
elected but simply retained in office.

The organizers, who were attend- 
ing a meeting of Negro sawmill 
workers, were released without 
charges being filed, after they 
were held overnight. 

Charles Gillman, Georgia Direc-, 
tor of CIO, one of the men held 
by the Sheriff, said in Atlanta 
Wednesday the beating of John- 
son proved a “reign of terror” ex- 
isted in Laurens County. Gillman 
said he would inform the Senate 
“of this latest act of violent de- 
nial of civil liberties on the part 
of Carlus Gay.”

They had wed | 
in 1939 and practically starved to-| 
gether before both hit fame—and' 
unhappiness—at about the same 
time. 

Ten days after she was signed | 
to play the title role in “Song of 
Bernadette,” Walker was cast as 
one of the leads in “Bataan.” 

Two weeks after Miss Jones 
won the Academy award, for her'| 
performance as the French girl 
Saint, she divorced Walker and — 
eventually married David O. Selz- 
nick who had made her a star. 


TRAGIC FIGURE 


Then Walker became a tragic. 
Hollywood figure, often arrested 
for drufiken driving or fighting 
with police. He married Barbara 
Ford, young daughter of Director 
John Ford, in 1948. They sepa- 
rated in one month and were di- 
vorced six months later. | 

Dr. Frederick Hacker a psychi-— 
atrist who has been treating Walk- 
er for 18 months, gave this ac- 
count of the actor’s death: 

“His housekeeper, Mrs. Emily: 
Buck, called me about 6 o’clock 
last night. Walker was in a high- | 
ly emotional state.

“I called Dr. (Sidney H.) Sil-' 
ver to administer sodium amytal. 
We had given him this sedative 25 
to 30 times in the past without ill ' 
effects. (Soluium amytal is a 
barbituate that induces sleep.) 

“Two or three minutes later he 
turned blue and suffered from’ 
respiratory failure (stoppage of. 
breathing). We applied artificial 
respiration and then called the’ 
police rescue squad.” 

Meanwhile, Miss Jones and Selz- 
nick cancelled plane reservations 
for Italy and boarded a plane for 
Hollywood. 

Walker’s body was taken to a 
Santa Monica funeral home pend-| 
ing burial arrangements. Salt Lake 
City was his birthplace. His! 
father, Horace Walker, was editor, 
of the Desert Evening ‘News.

A Vote for Marse Joe 


| By GRANTLAND RICE 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29—Baseball’s “Hall of Fame” has 
run into something approaching a, snarl. It began with 
criticism of the special committee for not selecting Harry 
Heilmann ahead of the Baseball’s Writers Association of 
America. The special committee understood that job be- 
longed to the baseball writers who. don’t like to be crossed 
too often, being heavily.in the majority. 


Now there is another tangle involving Joe McCarthy and the 
special committee. It might be noted that the special committee, 
appointed by Judge Landis in 1944, is composed of Connie Mack, 

i ok ee Ed Barrow, Bob Quinn, Melville Webb, 

eeaa Paul S. Kerr and the writer. 

It seems there is a rule requiring 
unanimous approval by all members be- 
fore any new election can be made by 
this committee. Connie Mack, favoring 
Joe McCarthy, apparently was unaware 
of this rule. I am strongly in favor of 
Joe McCarthy’s entrance into the Hall 
of Fame. I have written more than one 
column to that effect. 

The idea is that the Yall of Fame 
was intended only for star ball play- 
ers. But if John McGraw, Connie 
Mack and Frank Chance can sit in 
the seats of the mighty, so should 
Joseph Vincent McCarthy. Certainly 

fi McGraw, Mack and Chance were not 
RICE rated among the great ball players. 

3 They had to be in as great managers. 

McCarthy's record will match the best that baseball has to show. 


There is no questioning the fact that the special committtee 
should have taken in Roger Connor and one or two other old-time 
players who now have little chance of entering the select group. 

Certainly McCarthy’s general average was much better than 
Connie Mack’s or Frank Chance’s in the pennant and World Series 
roundup. Clark Griffith belongs on his pitching record as the Wash- 
ington veteran was one of the best for many years. 


Some Noteworthy Exceptions 


* 


If exceptions were made in the cases of McGraw, Mack and 
Chance, I can’t see that it would do any harm to have one exception 
set up for Joe McCarthy and would be more than pleased to vote 
that way. 

I have never felt that it was in the province of the special 
committee to go over the heads of the baseball writers. I was 
strongly for Harry Heilmann some time back. I feel sure he 
will be elected to the Hall of Fame at the next voting. But 
there are other angles to consider. 


Here is a letter I’ve just reteived from a veteran writer— 


“Baseball’s Hall of Fame is making the mistake of overloading 
its membership. At least six er eight men have been named by the 
baseball writers who don’t belong. In my book the Tinker-Evers- 
Chance combination was a vote for Franklin P. Adams, whose verse 
brought them greater fame than their baseball averages. There are 
many stars now who should get votes, such as Harry Heilmann, Al 
Simmons, Bill Dickey, Chief Bender and possibly Dizzy Dean. There 
are others. But the list is already growing too long. It has never 
been handled properly in a voting way, especially with so many 
young writers voting who know nothing of the past—to whom the 
‘stars of the past are vague figures.” 


This is true, but the so-called special committee of six men 
isn’t too keen to outvote more than 200 voters from the writing 
brigade. 


No Grand Central Reunion 


Certainly Heilmann, Simmons and Dickey belong. And before 
you know we'll have Joe DiMaggio, Stan Musial, Ted Williams, 
Bob Feller and one or two more. 


There can always be notable exceptions to any set of rules. 
For one example, Bill Klem, most famous of all umpires, cer- 
tainly belongs in any famous baseball group. 

It isn’t a simple problem. There is always the shadow of over- 
production—of naming too many people. It would be easy enough 
to make the Hall of Fame cheap by extending the honor to too 
much mediocrity. 


From now on every name suggested should be given more than 


eareful consideration or we'll soon need the Grand Sentral Station 
or the Yankee Stadium for a reunion.

Accordihg to Thomas C. Har- 
ris, manager of an Atlanta 
mantel and fireplace company, 
the traditional old Southern 
comfort, fireplaces, are coming 
again tothe front. 


“The first thing to consider 


when building,’”’ says Mr. Har- 
ris, “is whether your fireplace 
is for FIRE or for decoration.” 
If you want it strictly as a 
decorative measure, it’s com- 
paratively simple and inexpen- 
sive. A mantel styled from 
Revolutionary to modern costs 
about $100 and up to install. 

However, if it’s a real coal or 
wood-burning fireplace you’ve 
got your heart set:on, the price 
is considerably more. 

“The major and most funda- 
mental fact in planning a fire- 
place,” he says, “is to have the 
draft opening at leasf ten per- 
cent the size of the fire open- 
ing.” In this way, the fire will 
draw properly. He added, in the 
same breath, an expert should 
be consulted about chimneys, 
draft openings, and the like. If 
you want to experiment with 
an artificial fireplace, that’s well 


‘and good, but don’t take chances 


on trying to build your own 
wood-burning one. It’s liable to 
prove fatal. 

Another point to watch when 
planning a fireplace is propor- 
tion. Nothing is more unfor- 
tunate than a fireplace with the 
wrong size mantel and andirons. 
The public libraries have refer- 
ence books that completely cover 
the subject of good design and 
proportion from early colonial 
on through modern decor, and 
the best idea 
architecturally approved ones 
from Massachusetts, Bueks 
County, Pa., Williamsburg, or 
any other preferred locale be- 
fore you decide.

My wife Ethel and I have been married three years. I married 
her because at the time I thought I loved her; but looking back I 
realize that I did so out of sympathy, and in an effort to prove 
my nobility to our friends. Three months after our wedding a 
baby boy was born; and contrary to what you are probably think- 
ing, I am not Teddy’s father. But I knew before marriage who 


the father was. 


I thought then it would make no difference in my feelings for 
Ethel or her child. I thought she had been merely a victim of 
circumstances. She didn’t want to marry me but I insisted. She is 
very kind, thoughtful, grateful and a wonderful wife and mother. 
But as I see the child growing up in our home I find myself re- 
senting him. This is because Ethel cannot have any more children:

Of Child Isn't 
Spoiling Him 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


You can’t possibly treat all 
children the same. ‘re not 
the same and they won’t react 
the same, whether they’re in one 
family or different families. 

For instance, “Here’s Babs, 
24 months old, and she isn’t 
‘trained’ yet, but Madge was 
‘dry’ months before she was this 
age,” said a mother of her two 
children. 

Even the same child won’t re- 
act the same from month to 
month. “Turn out the light and 
shut the door, please,” I was 
surprised to hear one day last 
Winter from a little boy who for 
several years had wanted some 
light in his bedroom and the 
door left open. Now, he was past 
certain fears and feelings. 

As a matter of fact, this matter 
of doors and lights is what I 
want to talk about particularly 
today, even though I have 
touched upon it before. It is so 
often what is called a “moot 
point in families.” and even 
among those who advise parents. 

Now this is the attitude which 
so often confuses parents and 
obsoures the issue: “If you leave 
a child's light on or allow a 
chil&’s. door to be open after he 
is in’ bed, you will spoil him.” 
Simple common sense and hu- 
man feeling negate such a gen- 
eralization: 

And also, lack of imagination 
on an adult’s part prompts such 
arbitrary action, as to shut a 
child alone into the darkness of 
a room, when he or she con- 
tinues to cry and sob and beg 
you not to. What preparation is 
that for a needed, peaceful 
night’s rest? And what sense of 
security and trust and under- 
standing does it promote in a 
little girl or boy? Exactly none! 

A young relative of mine who 
is now a mother was talking to 
me about this very thing this 
morning: 

“My mother was kind, but the 
prevailing idea was that it was 
correct procedure to put a child 
to bed, turn out the light and 
close the door. I wasn’t a crying 
or demanding child, so that my 
terror never showed itself. But 
from the time I was 5 until I 
was 7 or 8 I guess, I used to lie 
there in the dark, beset by 
nameless fears. 

“T had never been told tales of 
horror, and my mother was very 
fussy about what I heard on the 
radio and never let me go to 
movies. But I knew there were 
Things under the bed, and in the 
dark corners of the room and in 
the closets. Mostly I’d pull the 
covers up all over my head, and 
after a while I’d go to sleep. I 
think it’s cruel to do that to a 
child who is going through a 
fearful time, or who is very 
imaginative.” 

I do too. Your child won’t be 
spoiled by being given, for the 
time he or she seems to need it, 
a light and an open door!

Senate File 
On Crime 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29—(U.P). 
The Senate Crime Committee’s 
files will be turned over to the 


FBI, with the Senate Commerce 
Committee taking over its “re- 
sponsibilities” and probably con- 


vestigation, it was announced 
Wednesday. 

Chairman Edwin C. Johnson 
(Dem., Colo.) said his Commerce 
Committee took no formal action 
at a closed-Goor meeting. But he 
said it was the “sense of*mem- 
bers” that they should take over 
the Crime Committee’s records and 
duties when it expires Friday 
midnight, 

Johnson also announced that 
the vast files of the Crime Com- 
mittee—a virtual encyclopedia of 
underworld operations—will be 
made available to the FBI to see 
if there is “any information that 
will be useful to them.” The files 
record the activities of criminals 
across the nation.
